Police warn 
of pervert 
on the prowl 


POLICE have issued a warn¬ 
ing to young women and 
girls about a pervert prowl¬ 
ing the streets of Northamp¬ 
ton at night in a red car. 

It has been revealed one girl 
and three young women, all 
between the ages of 12 and 25, 
have been approached by the 
man in the town centre, Duston 
and Kingsley over the past few 
days. 

Officers say they are trying 
to find the motorist, who has 
followed his intended young 
victims on foot, offered them 
lifts and made sexually-explicit 
comments to them, “as soon as 
possible”. 

On one occasion, at around 
9.45pm on Sunday, May 29, the 
suspect approached a girl in 
Berrywood Road, in Duston, 
but drove off after he was chal¬ 
lenged by bystanders. 

Police have revealed a second 
woman had also reported a similar 
incident about 20 minutes earlier. 

Then, during the evening of Sat¬ 


urday, June 4, in Ryeland Road, in 
Kingsley, the man left his red car 
and followed a 12-year-old girl, who 
ran, terrified, to her grandparents’ 
home nearby 

At 9.50pm on the same day, in 


Billing Road, in Northampton town 
centre, a woman reported that she 
was offered a lift by a man, also in 
a red car. 

Detective Chief Inspector Martin 


Kinchin, of Northampton police, 
attempted to reassure women and 
concerned parents in Northamp¬ 
ton that “force nor the threat of vi¬ 
olence” had not been used during 
any of the reported incidents. 

He said: “We need to identify 
the vehicle and the driver as 
soon as possible. 

“All approaches have been to 
girls and young women aged 12 
to 25 and, while this has been 
an extremely unpleasant expe¬ 
rience for the victims, neither 
force nor threat of violence has 
been a characteristic of these 
incidents. 

“This man is not targeting 
children of primary school age 
and the incidents have occurred 
in the evening or late at night 
over two consecutive week¬ 
ends.” 

He added: “Young women out 
at night should take a common 
sense approach to keeping them¬ 
selves safe but the bottom line is 
never to accept a lift from someone 
you do not know or who you have 
just met.”

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Parking costs 
to be slashed 


REDUCTIONS to parking 
charges in Northampton 
town centre, along with 
a free hour in three of the 
town's biggest car parks, 
have been announced by 
Northampton Borough 
Council. 

Before the election, the Con¬ 
servatives said they would in¬ 
troduce one-hour free parking in 
Northampton town centre’s car 
parks. 

It is now planned to introduce 
the scheme in the Mayorhold, St 
John’s and St Michael’s multi¬ 
storey car parks, along with a 25 
per cent reduction in the cost of 
a second hour. 

Because older ticket machines 
in other car parks, such as the 
Grosvenor Centre, are more dif¬ 
ficult to adapt, the free hour will 
not be introduced straight away, 
but the cost of a two-hour stay 
will be reduced by 25 per cent. 

Parking on Sundays will be 
free in all of the authority’s car 
parks. 

The council’s cabinet mem¬ 



ber for regeneration. Councillor 
Tim Hadland {Con, Old Duston) 
said: “Convenient and reason¬ 
ably-priced parking is key to the 
town’s future and plays a central 
role in attracting visitors. 

“This is what people told us 
they wanted and these plans will 
not only see free one-hour park¬ 
ing in three of our most popu¬ 
lar car parks, but also reduced 
charges across the board, which 
can only be welcomed. 

“The fact that we’re introduc¬ 
ing this change within four

weeks of taking office shows the 
importance we attach to the town 
centre economy.” 

The move has also been wel¬ 
comed by business leaders, who 
said it should boost trade in the 
town. 

Neil Bartholomey the deputy 
leader of Northampton Town 
Centre Ltd, a group set up by 
business people to push the town 
forward, said: “It’s fantastic 
news, it’s definitely going to help 
the town. It’s a very positive step 
in the right direction.” 

The parking plans will 
be discussed by the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet next week 
and are expected to 
come into force in Oc¬ 
tober. 

Other improve¬ 
ments planned for 
the future include up¬ 
grading machines to 
make payments by credit 
cards and mobile phones 
issible, and in¬ 
troducing more 
pay-on-exit ma¬ 
chines. 


Street light plan 


COUNCIL officials have 
announced a new scheme 
which they claim will leave 
Northamptonshire with 
a ‘significantly improved’ 
lighting system by 2016, fol¬ 
lowing a backlash against 
plans to turn off half the 
county’s street lights. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council revealed earlier this 
year it would switch off half 
the county’s street lights as 
part of major money-saving 
plans. 

But in areas which have 
already taken part in the 
switch-off - such as South 
Northamptonshire and Cor¬ 
by - many residents have 
complained the change has 


left them in the dark. 

To tackle the problem, 
the council this week an¬ 
nounced a five-year project 
which will see a major up¬ 
grade of the county’s street 
lights. 

The multi-million-pound 
scheme would see old fash¬ 
ioned, yellow street lights - 
many of which date back to 
the 1960s - replaced with hi- 
tech white lights, which cost 
less to run and use comput¬ 
ers to automatically inform 
the council when bulbs have 
blown. 

The council’s cabinet will 
make a final decision on the 
way forward for the coun¬ 
ty’s street lights next week.

Issues’ 


BOSSES in charge of 
Northampton's new 
waste collection rounds 
admitted there were 
some 'teething prob¬ 
lems' on the first day of 
the new system. 

The collection of the town’s 
rubbish bins was handed over 
to private firm, Enterprise, by 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil on Monday 

Many people received a nor¬ 
mal service, but some did not 
have their bins or recycling 
collected. 

Barry Barker, of Acre Lane, 
Kingsthorpe, said on Monday: 
“We’ve not had any bins col¬ 
lected and we didn’t get the 
leaflet explaining the changes 
until yesterday afternoon.” 

Keith Gray, from The Pas¬ 
tures, in Spring Park, added: 
“We’ve had nothing picked up 
and everyone else’s bins are 
still out there too. 

“So it looks like we’ll have to 
put it all back again. 

“The trouble then though 
is, do we put them back out 
tomorrow and hope for 
the best, or do we have 
to wait for next week?” 

To help tackle the 
problems anticipated 
by the change-over, 
a team of waste ‘hit 
squads’ has been set 
up to respond to resi¬ 
dents’ complaints about 
any missed collections. 

On Monday alone, 
there were 40 crews out 
trying to gather all the 
waste in. 

But council cabinet 
advisor. Councillor 
David Mackintosh 
{Con, Rectory Farm) 


acknowledged it was inevita¬ 
ble there would be mistakes 
made during the change. 

He said: “As you would ex¬ 
pect with such a major and 
complex change, there have 
been some teething problems, 
mainly around the late arrival 
of the new collection calendar. 

“We know that our contrac¬ 
tors, Enterprise, identified a 
problem with late delivery to 
some homes and worked over 
the weekend to hand-deliver 
them. 

“We hope people will bear 
with us. 

“We’ve already had feedback 
from people who feel this will 
be an improved service and 
we’re confident it will bring 
many benefits.” 

The council said the ‘hit 
squads’ which are being sent 
out to pick up missed collec¬ 
tions will be working for the 
next few weeks. 

They have also encouraged 
anyone who has had their col¬ 
lection missed to contact them 
on 0300 330 7000 so one of the 
squads can visit.

The long-term 
aim of the new sys¬ 
tem is to increase the 
amount of rubbish 
from Northampton 
which is recycled, cut 
the amount of waste 
which is sent to land¬ 
fill and reduce the 
cost of the service for 
council tax payers.

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Approval for 
medieval pub 


A MEDIEVAL theme bar 
could soon open on the 
site of a former Northamp¬ 
ton estate agents. 

Businessman Paul Hepworth 
was granted a licence by North¬ 
ampton Borough Council on 
Monday to run Olde England on 
the corner of Kettering Road and 
Hood Street near the Racecourse. 

During a 90-minute hearing at 
the Guildhall, Mr Hepworth told 
the council’s licensing commit¬ 
tee, the bar would serve a mix¬ 
ture of medieval food and real 
ales and be a base for people to 
play chess. 

He said: “I want to run it as 
a coffee and tea shop in the day 
then as a real ale and cider bar. 
There’s nothing else like that in 
Northampton. 

“We’ll not be serving lager or 
alcopops. It will be a place for 
people to play chess and board 
games and eat traditional Eng¬ 
lish food, mainly from the medi¬ 
eval period.” 

Dishes planned for the bar’s 
menu include rabbit stew, pigeon 
pie and wild boar, while drinks 
will include fruit wines, honey 
mead, real ales, cider and perry. 

Some people who live close to

the proposed bar expressed fears 
about an increase in noise and 
nuisance problems. 

Speaking on their behalf dur¬ 
ing the hearing, county council¬ 
lor Winston Strachan {Lab, St 
Crispin) said: “Where this bar 
would be is a heavily residential 
area and the thought of granting 
a licence which could mean up to 
48 people drinking in this build¬ 
ing at one time, is quite frankly 
frightening to people who live 
nearby.” 

But Mr Hepworth argued the 
customers he would target would 
not be trouble makers, adding: 
“It’s very unlikely that anybody 


who goes out to get drunk is go¬ 
ing to come in to drink real ale. 

“People who drink real ale 
drink it because they like the 
taste, not to get drunk.” 

And the licensing committee 
agreed with him. 

The chairman of the panel. 
Councillor Iftikhar Choudary 
{Lab, Abington) said: “We listened 
to residents’ concerns, however 
there has been no evidence that 
links any problems in the area 
with these premises.” 

Mr Hepworth, who also runs 
a pub in Milton Keynes, said he 
planned to open Olde England in 
Northampton later this year. 


Hospital tests continue 


TESTS on every patient 
to catch a notorious su¬ 
perbug will remain in 
place at Northampton 
General Hospital, de¬ 
spite the Government 
recommending they are 
scrapped. 

Like many hospitals 
across the country, NGH 
has been winning the 


war against MRSA, with 
only two cases found 
in its patients last year 
thanks to a compre¬ 
hensive screening pro¬ 
gramme. 

But it was revealed at 
the weekend that the De¬ 
partment of Health now 
wants hospitals to only 
test people believed to be 


at risk of having MRSA. 

However, an NGH 
spokeswoman said: “We 
would not change our 
way of doing things 
without consulting 
with our NHS partners 
first. As such we are not 
changing the way we 
test patients here at the 
moment.”

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Middlemen do not 
donate all proceeds’ 


RESIDENTS in North¬ 
amptonshire have been 
warned by the British 
Heart Foundation about 
doorstep ‘middlemen’ 
who keep some of its 
profits from second¬ 
hand goods donated to 
the charity. 

Charity bosses said 
in some cases, the third 
party organisations 
passed on as little as five 
per cent of the proceeds 
from what the house¬ 
holder handed over at 
the door. 

Although the prac¬ 
tice is perfectly legal, 
the BHF said it had not 
formed a partnership 
with these ‘middlemen’. 


In fact, because their 
activity had escalated, 
the charity has seen 
a 25 per cent drop in 
its household collec¬ 
tions. 

Mike Lucas, retail di¬ 
rector for the British 
Heart Foundation (BHF) 
said: “Companies work¬ 
ing for commercial gain 
are a huge problem for 
charities. 

“We believe this activi¬ 
ty will cost us £3 million 
in the next year, money 
which could be spent in 
the fight against heart 
disease.” 

Every penny of the 
profits made from dona¬ 
tions directly to the BHF 


stay with the charity to 
help it continue its life¬ 
saving work. 

The charity said it 
believed householders 
in Northampton needed 
clearer information on 
collection bags detail¬ 
ing how much profit the 
charity will actually 
make from the collec¬ 
tion. 

It urged people to ask 
for identification from 
collectors or donate 
directly to one of its 
stores.

A TEENAGE footballer 
who almost died when 
he was born and was told 
as a toddler he may never 
walk, has been handed a 
national award. 

Chris McDonald, aged 19, from 
Kingsthorpe, Northampton, lift¬ 
ed the Every Player Counts Na¬ 
tional Player of the Year award, 
at the Grass Roots Football 
Show in Birmingham on Sunday 
night. 

Chris, who is a Cobblers’ sea¬ 
son ticket holder and captains 
Northampton Town’s multi-disa¬ 
bled team, landed the Midlands 
Player of the Year prize before 
being presented with the na¬ 
tional gong from England’s 1966 
World Cup legend, Roger Hunt. 

Speaking afterwards, Chris 
said: “This is such a great hon¬ 
our. Football is my life and to be 
recognised in this way is so spe¬ 
cial. I’ve had an incredible year 
and this has made me so proud.” 

Chris was born 10 weeks pre¬ 
maturely, and at nine months 
old, his parents were told he may 
never walk because he had cer¬ 
ebral palsy. 


However, Chris, who also has 
severe hearing loss and wears 
hearing aids in both ears, defied 
the odds by learning to walk and 
began to play football when he 
was eight. 

His father, David, said: “Foot¬ 
ball is a passion for Chris. He 
was one of the founder members 
of the Northampton Town Multi- 


Disabled Club and last season 
his team mates voted him their 
player of the year. 

“He may get tired or sometimes 
suffer pain, but Chris rarely 
gives up when playing football.” 
Chris thanked Russell Lewis, 
Cobblers’ community officer, and 
Kevin Roots, club manager, after 
collecting the prize.

A FORMER soldier has 
been honoured as "a 
legend" at his funeral. 

Around 100 people attended 
the funeral of former Captain 
of the Royal Signals, Kevin 
Michael Fogg, which took 
place on Monday at St Luke’s 
Church in Duston. 

Mr Fogg - a father of four 
children and two step-chil¬ 
dren, who is the former chair¬ 
man of Duston’s Royal British 
Legion - died aged 45 on May 
25 in Cynthia Spencer Hos¬ 
pice, Northampton, after an 
18-month battle with cancer. 

His friend, Gareth Hicks, 
who he met in the army, paid 
tribute to Mr Fogg at the fu¬ 
neral, saying: “He was reli¬ 
able, trustworthy, honest and 
dependable. He was the father 
that every child wants, he was 
a fine role model, a fine friend, 
and it was an honour to serve 
with him. I am proud to call 
him my friend. 

“His love and legacy live on 
because legends don’t die and 
Kevin Michael Fogg was a leg¬ 
end.” 

Mr Hicks, who was the 
best man at Mr Fogg’s wed¬ 


ding, also made reference to 
the 67th anniversary of the 
D-Day landings, which were 
being remembered on Mon¬ 
day, and said it was fitting that 
his friend’s life was being cel¬ 
ebrated on the historic day 

Mr Fogg joined the army in 
1984, originally in the Intel¬ 
ligence Corps, before trans¬ 
ferring into a specialist role 
within the Royal Signals. 

He spent the latter part of 
his army career working on 
bomb disposal equipment and 
reached the rank of captain in 
2006. 

He served in operational 
service in Northern Ireland, 
Cyprus, Germany and Bosnia 
before leaving the army in 
2008. 

Mr Fogg worked to restore 
the Royal British Legion 
(Duston Branch) and became 
its chairman in 2009. 

He made it his first task to 
get the memorial at St Luke’s 
Church cleaned and lay a me¬ 
morial wreath there in the 
same year. 

Mr Fogg leaves his wife 
Tracey, his triplets from a pre¬ 
vious relationship, Tracey’s 
twins and their son.

P repare for the return of 
awesomeness in Jennifer Yuh 
Nelson’s energetic martial 
arts comedy which kicks compu¬ 
ter-animated butt and comes close 
to matching the rumbustious fun 
of the 2008 original. 

Screenwriters Jonathan Aibel and 
Glenn Berger flashback to over¬ 
weight panda Po’s tortured past as 
the inspiration for this 
tale of identity and retribution, 
taking the story into far darker 
territory. 

However, Jack Black’s whirlwind 
vocal performance provides a gen¬ 
erous smattering of belly laughs 
and the visuals are gorgeous and 
colourful, notably in the frenetic 


set pieces which punctuate the 
narrative. 

The introduction of the 3D format 
almost warrants the additional 
ticket price, adding depth to the 
gorgeous rolling landscapes of an¬ 
cient China replete with bamboo 
forests and ornate palaces. 
Younger audiences will get just 
as much fun though from the 
traditional 2D version without the 
discomfort or distraction of the 
plastic spectacles. 

Overweight panda Po (voiced by 
Black) is living his dream as an 
all-action bear, honing his skills 
under the watchful eye of mentor 
Shifu (Dustin Hoffman). 

However, he is haunted by frag¬ 


mented memories, which eventu¬ 
ally reveal how his father came to 
be a goose called Mr Ping (James 
Wong). 

It transpires that an evil peacock 
Lord Shen (Gary Oldman) is the 
cause of Po’s deep emotional 
wounds. 

Spurred on by a dire warning 
about pandas from an elderly 
soothsayer (Michelle Yeoh), Shen 
and his army of snarling wolves 
are on a collision course with Po, 
armed with a deadly weapon that 
could bring China to its knees. 
Thankfully, Po can always rely on 
The Furious Five - Crane (David 
Cross), Mantis (Seth Rogen), 
Monkey (Jackie Chan), Tigress 


(Angelina Jolie) and Viper (Lucy 
Liu) - to avert disaster. 

Rung Fu Panda 2 doesn’t quite 
soar to the dizzy heights of 
DreamWorks’ last animated fea¬ 
ture, How To Train Your Dragon, 
but Yuh Nelson’s film plays to its 
strengths. 

The sequel relies heavily on Black 
to unleash his verbal fireworks 
and to continue sparking potential 
romance with Jolie’s kung fu kitty. 
Hoffman’s comic timing is impec¬ 
cable and Oldman delivers his 
lines in suitably Machiavellian 
tones. 

The action sequences are bigger 
and more complex but still fall 
short of the intricacy of Pixar’s 


most recent pictures. 

Hopefully DreamWorks Anima¬ 
tion will have learned lessons 
about animated sequels from 
Shrek, which dazzled us in its 
original incarnation but became a 
creatively empty husk by yester¬ 
year’s Shrek Forever After. 

Alas, the feel-good revelations at 
the end of Kung Fu Panda 2 sug¬ 
gest that as long as box office tills 
ring, there will be more chapters 
in Po’s journey of self-discovery. 
Having achieved inner peace in 
this instalment, expect Kung Fu 
Panda 3 to tackle global child 
obesity by having its rotund hero 
achieve outer peace through a 
crash diet.

ROADTEST: Peugeot 508

C’est formidable 


S OME car companies with posh Ger¬ 
man badges will be glad we Brits are 
such motoring snobs after the arrival 
of Peugeot's new 508 saloon and estate. 

Launched at a time when we're actually 
buying fewer of this sort of middle-market 
family transport, in favour of smaller cars or 
ones with more seats, they are the best new 
Peugeot for years. 

Cover their badges (including the one 
spelling Peugeot and discreetly pinned to the 
front for the first time in living memory) and 
you could easily be looking at, sitting in or 
driving a much dearer competitor from Stutt¬ 
gart, Munich or Ingolstadt. 

Yes, the 508 really is that good, and it took 
but a few yards at the wheel to know it. 

Some cars - very few, but your hopes are 
up for every newcomer - just feel right from 
the off. 

Most spectacular in the instant delight 
stakes was the original Ford Focus, but a car 
as market changing as that comes along as 
often as a big Lottery win. 

Back in the mists of time (well, 1984 seems 
an eon ago) it was Peugeot itself writing a 
car into the automotive history books, with 
the 205 GTI, a nimble little funster that enjoys 
a loyal following to this day and tops lots of 
best hot hatch polls still. 

After that Peugeot rather went off the boil, 
at least as far as keen drivers went. 

There were occasional bursts of unexpected 
delight from the French lion (306 GTI-6 for 
one), but on the whole Peugeots became a bit 
worthy but dull. 

Now, I'm not suggesting the new 508 will 
become the next Peugeot into the keen driv¬ 
ers' hall of fame, but as a car that squares up 
to today's demands of the road, it deserves a 
special mention. 

And who knows what hot versions are on 
the drawing board for release in a year or two. 
Most 508s will be sold to company fleets. 



which will mostly take cars with the same 
2.0 litre diesel engine fitted in the test car. 
Peugeot has a special model aimed at the 
heart of company car land; the SR, with those 
workaday essentials of cruise control, speed 
limiter, sat nav and Bluetooth as standard fit. 

The current 508 range takes in saloon and 
an especially stylish estate and with a choice 
of two petrol engines and five diesels and 
prices range from £18,150 to £28,750 for the 
saloons, with the SW estates adding an extra 
£1,025 to £1,225. 

There are five trim levels, from Access 
and SR through Active and Allure to GT, 
the latter packed with goodies like 
xenon headlights, full leather trim 
and a head up instrument dis¬ 
play, and fitted with different 
front suspension to lesser / 

models. 

You don't need 
all the bells and 
whistles to realise 
how smartly the 
508 is turned 
out inside, with 
a quality and fit 
that would not 
disgrace dearer 
rivals (whisper it, 
an Audi A4) and 
a clarity to the 
instruments and 
switches that might 
have been lifted from 


a non-nonsense plane cockpit. 

Not much nonsense in the driving 
experience either, with an engine so 
quiet the car felt like a closed cathedral 
on smoother stretches of the M5, and 
enough room front and rear (and a big 
boot) to satisfy most growing families. 

It's good to drive too, with a feel to 
the steering almost always lacking 
these days and a decent turn of speed 
when provoked. 

Truly, Peugeot it heading back to top form. 
Why, they've even dropped the ugly 
great radiator intake in favour 
of something much 
more low key.

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Tiny ready for 
Munster crunch 


SOANE TONGA'UIHA says the trip 
to Thomond Park next season will 
be the "big one" in Saints' attempt 
to qualify for the quarter-finals for 
the third season running. 

Saints were handed a tough group in 
Tuesday’s draw at Twickenham being 
pooled with two-times champions and 
Magners League winners Munster, Cas- 
tres, who Saints beat home and away last 
season, and Welsh outfit Scarlets. 

Munster will be Saints’ biggest obstacle 
to qualifying from pool one next season 
having been drawn with them in 2009/10 
when they scored a famous win at Fran¬ 
klin’s Gardens but lost at Thomond Park 
and were well beaten in the quarter-final 
in Munster. 

Tonga’uiha says Saints won’t be intimi¬ 
dated this time and after reaching the final 
last season are confident they can get out 
of the pool, especially as they know Mun¬ 
ster and Castres well. 

“We experienced victory in Castres last 
season, while the visits to Thomond park 
were huge for us,” said Tonga’uiha. 

“That will be the big one. While we lost 
those games, we have shown that we have 
learned from them and it won’t come as a 
shock to us playing in that atmosphere any 
more. 

“Playing against familiar teams can 
work both ways really Obviously we will 
know more about them and we will have 
studied their styles and set-pieces, but at 
the same time they will know plenty more 
about us too. I think we will certainly be 
more focused on our own game” 

Saints qualified as top seeds last sea¬ 
son, winning all their pool games against 
Cardiff, Castres and Edinburgh. But 
Tonga’uiha reckons Tuesday’s draw has 
handed them a much stiffer task next 
term. 

“It’s certainly not going to be an easy 
pool,” said the loosehead prop. 

“I’m sure a lot of the other teams will be 
feeling the same about their draws too, but 
we know first-hand from playing Castres 
and Munster over the past two campaigns 
how difficult they both are to beat.”

Cardoza’s call 
for fan backing 


COBBLERS manager Gary 
Johnson will have the same 
budget for player wages that 
he finished last season with at 
Sixfields. 

And the club has confirmed 
that to cover the outlay they 
are making for new signings 
in the close season, attend¬ 
ance figures for home games 
need to average around the 
5,000-mark. 

The playing budget will be 
increased from the amount 
Johnson’s predecessor Ian 
Sampson had to play with this 
time last year, although that 
spend was extended in January 
when Shaun Harrad and Fran¬ 
cis Laurent were signed, and 
Josh Walker arrived on loan. 

That number was swelled 
further at the back end of the 
season when Johnson brought 
in a string of loan players, 
and it is this figure that he 
will have in mind as he steps 


up recruitment this week. 

“The budget is bigger than 
it was at the start of last sea¬ 
son,” said chairman David 
Cardoza. “It’s about the same 
as what we finished at be¬ 
cause we made a number of 
signings in January 

“So in fact although it has 
gone up from this point last 
year it’s pretty much in line 
with what it was at the end of 
the campaign. 

“That’s taking into account 
all the loan players and eve¬ 
rything else. We’re having a 
smaller squad this season so 
it’s probably going to be more 
about quality than quantity” 

And he added: “It’s impor¬ 
tant for people to know that 
when you start spending more 
money on the team it’s impor¬ 
tant to balance that out with 
better gates. I’d be very hope¬ 
ful that we’d get more people 
in next season.”
